Tue lino of action indicated in the cele- 
brated letter attributed to Lr nunG-OHANG 
goons’ likely to be carried out, if we may 
judge by the tiend of recent events. There 
can indeed belittle doubt in which direc. 
tion the policy of China is drifting at the 
present time. Sho sees clearly that it is no 
longer necessary for ber to be as subservient 
to Russia as herewfore. That China should 
have been able to preserve something like 
neutrality as long as sbe hos, must havo 
heen a matter of surprise to all who are 
acquainted with the numerous difficulties 
that stand-in the way of such a course. 
Ber own want of centralisation is among. 
the chief of these. What may be accepted 
at Peking as the right attitude in o given 
caso may not be in accordance with the 
views of provincial viceroys, who are often 
powerful enough to do what seems right in | 
- gheir own eyes in defiance of higher autho- 
rity. This in itself constitutes an element 
hy no'moans easy to deal with in. stirring 
times. The. high officials at Peking night 
_ be convinced that a policy of ‘strict neutra- 
* ity should be pursued, and might-earnestly. 
endeavour to carry it out, but it would not 
follow as of course that their views in this 
respect would be honestly and fully enforead 
hy the provincial authorities. . Then also 
there ie the-standing trouble with respect 
to the masses, who in times of excitement 
‘are often difficult to hold in hand, and 
who might do some act which would in- 
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it waa necessary to definitely assert the 
territorial sovercignty bf China in the direc 
tion of preserving neutrality, as for instance 
when Bussian: meq-ofwar took refuge in 
China ports, At any one of these points 
there was a manifest danger of China be. 
coming at a given timo, -involved, and, over 
and above all this there was the undoubted 
nct-that-at-the-opening-ofthe—war..Russia_ 
was absolutely desirous of involving China, 
if possible, in the hostilities, and one of her 
lending statesmen even jocularly said “ pull 
thelr taila sufficiently ond they will fight.” 
The progress of events, however, must have 
soon changed the.idens of Russia upon this 
score. She early discovered that she bad 


quite ‘enough to. do to deal with Japan - 


alone, and.n welte face was speedily made. 
Sho mo longer found it convenient to pull 
the Chinamen’s tails but began conplain- 
ing on all possible occasions that the 
Chinese did not observa noutrality. Not- 
withstanding all this, however, China con- 
trived to keep out of the war and watched 
the course of events. So long as things 
.weut against Russia, this course was a pers 
foctly safe one; and on the whole it cunnot 
be denied that China has steered her way 
through a very troublesome sea with her 
usual “ masterly inactivity.” 

Things, however, have now como to.a 
point where it is ovidenc that the tide is 
beginning to turn and that a change is like- 
jy to occur in Chino’s attitude, It ia bee 
coming clear that the chances of success are 
on the side of Japan and that, whatever the 
-altimateissue,tho war must leave Russia

, THR STRIKES IN GERMANY, 
Z 24th January. 
Prominent amongst tho sronts of tho past 
fortnight stands the miners’ efrike in the Rubr 


district of Rhineland ond Westphalis. A spirit | 


of discontent had shown itsolf amongst the men 
for sometime and the uocinlist cmissaries had 
done their best to fan it into fismo, Partial 
strikes at some of the pita had ocenrred during 
the ‘last fow weeks, but so far’ no concortad 
notion had been taken and the leaders of the 
unions and other Inbour organisations, ‘judging 
the moment most inopportuno for o trial of 
strongth, had been endeavouring to dissuade the 
mon from entering upon a general strike. But 
for once their influence over them failed, which 
may be partly acconnted for by tho fact that 
not mors than 6) per cent. belong to aay 
organisation, until at lest they. felt obliged to 
yield and to take the lond, lest they shonld loso 
all control over the movement. — ‘ 

It would appear that in the present instance 
it is not so much a question of wages as of 
working regulations; owing to the increaing 
number of men employed it had beon fonnd 
advisable, in drdor to insure a full working shift 
underground, to advance the hour of descending 
info the pits somowhat, which seems to constitute 
the . prireipal grievance, whilst the othors are 
more vagno and undefined. Ate meeting called 
andor the auspices of the leadera of tho unions 
and othor associations they were’ properly 
formulated and a document drawn np setting 
forth the demands of the men, of which the 
following are the most important; 

THR MUN'S DEMANDS. 

A. nine hours doy from pit's month back to 

pit’a month for the present yenr, to be reduced 
to oight hours aud a half in 1906 ond to sight 
honrs on. and after January ist, 1907; in damp 
pisces and where the thermometor indicates 28 
gontigrades or over o further reduotion of two 
-hours to be made, ‘ ‘ 
jo Nallen "“annulling—ot trucks to bo dis. 
‘continued, Instead of this the amount of ahalo 
fund‘ stones is to be deducted from the weight 
of ‘the coal ‘nnd eventually the' system of 
payment by weight to be generally adopled as 
in England. In explanation I may say that 
trollies containing s cortnin quantity of dross 
are according to the present custom not credited 
to the men, but sold separately, the proceeds 
going to the general relief fund. ; 

Tho election by the mon of a checker of 
trollics ‘ond weights for ovory pit annually sad 
of miping inspectors bi-annoally by ballot ; tho 
game to be paid either by the owners or by 
government. 

{Tbe formation of men’s committees for tho 

purpose of oxamining complaints and grievances 
and of bringing them under the notice of the 
management with a viow te assist in redressing 
thom; such committocs to take part in’ the 
management of any funds existing for the 
benefit of the man. 
’ A rogular fixed allowancs of coal te ol] mar- 
ried and/or invelided mon, to widows and sitgle 
men suporting paren s or younger brothers or 
sistors at cost price, This is already tho 
custom, but thore seems to: have boon some 
difoulty as to the price. 

The insortion of a clause providing for o 
‘month's notice from eithor side in contracts for 
tenoments in the so-called miners colonies, 

Recognition of the men’s unions ond other 
sesocintions and a general amnesty for all 
concerned in the strike. 

. ATTITUDE OF THE MASTERS. 

This document: was pressnted to tho Masters 
Association in the form of an ultimatum to take 
effect on January 17. In their reply the 
mastora refaso to take it into consideration, 
accusing the men of a broach of contract whilst 
‘pronouncing thoir complaints frivolous, ill- 
‘defined and unsubstantiated and the payor itself 
an after-thought prompted by the necessity of 
formulating demands of some kind, however 
foreign they. might be to tho prosont state ‘of 

discontent. To accede to these demands would 
be to. couso tho rnin of the mining industry of 
the country. 
THE STRIKE. 

“Whon read st the meoting of the mon’s 
delogutes this communication owing to’ its 
uncompromising charactor coled forth a 
storm of indignation. A geueral strike, to 
commence on the following doy, the 17th 
inst, was .at oncd decidet’ upon, certain 
pits however to be excepted which. it was 
fearod, might be closed for good dnd all, if 
work were once to be suspended. A resolution 
was passed at the same time for the formation

addressed to the “ Oberbergamt” the Govern- 
ment mining’ board, who, in accordance wilh 
instructions from Berlio, st once consented, 
‘tnt failed to uchiove anything, as the masters 
refused to move inthe matter, until work was 
resumed all along the line. :

THE FOOCHOW LAUNCH 
‘ACCIDENT, 


— : 

Sinco ont Jast notics, says the Foochow 

Daily Echo, the boiler has been lifted from the 
iN-fated launch ond one cau realise fully, not 
only tho actuol cause of the disastor, but, strange 
as it may seem, tho faot that what occurred was 
a vory modified result, considering the appalling 
coniition the whole boiler is ia! 
“The site of the explosion is at the bottom of 
what is known as the “combustion-chambis;” 
and, here, the motal bas corroded to shout ono 
thirty-second of an inch, 

Strange to say, only o portion of tho 
sido, (about 9 inches, by §& inebes), has 
givon way resulting in more of an oxtonsive 
“blow-through,” than o general ‘explosioa! 
Why this latter did not take place isa mystery, 
for tho whole condition of the boiler seoms 
most favourable to such. Notwithstanding tho 
very large quantity of mud, that was blown out 
withthe steam and woter,; many. buckets-fnll 
still remsin,. showing thot the bottom of tho 
boiler, (inside,) must have been covorod 
with inches of mud, and other dirt! This 
has Jed to the burping of the metal, aod 
why it did uot go altogether, blowing tho 
whole boat, and ter pasrengers to smithereens is 
ano less remarkable that providential pheno- 
menon.
